Dear Alumni: 

Gardner- Webb College is in an enlargement program to 
assure the Extra Dimension in her educational program — 
a vital Christian environment that will enhance the academic 
program. At the head of the list of projects in this program 
is a Chapel-Religious Activities Center. This building will 
give to the study and the practice of the Christian religion 
its proper setting. Along with this building will come a 
Fine Arts Center and a Campus Center. These two buildings 
will add to the cultural, the social, and the recreational 
phases of life at Gardner-Webb College. We believe these 
phases of life are a part of the total Christian personality. 

In order to meet some of the pressing needs of additional 
students a new men’s dormitory is under construction, with 
several more to come in the future. The community college program should cause 
Gardner-Webb to become more of a resident school. This will offer greater challenges 
in developing a true Christian community on the campus. 

Gardner-Webb College believes that true Christianity emphasizes deep scholarship. 
Therefore, plans are in the making for an additional classrooms building and additional 
teaching aid equipment. Along with these additions we plan to increase our faculty 
and our staff to the point we can minister to the needs of individuals as well as groups. 

The physical body is the temple of the soul and the Holy Spirit. Therefore, 
Gardner-Webb College believes in building strong physical bodies. Our plans are 
to enclose the swimming pool for year-round use and to finish the athletic stadium. 
We believe in a strong intra-mural athletic program as well as inter-college athletics. 

To secure the future of the Extra Dimension, Gardner-Webb College is pressing 
for a greater endowment program. Part of the present campaign is aimed at 
increasing endowment. 

Christian Higher Education is not a luxury. It is a must in the 20th and 21st 
centuries. 

When I became President of Gardner-Webb College in 1961, I projected the 
following ten-year program (to be reached by 1971): 

1. Enroll a student body of 1000 

2. Build a faculty of 75 members 

3. Reach an Endowment of $3,000,000 

4. Build the following buildings: 

Chapel-religious activities building 
Campus Center (Cafeteria, recreation, etc.) 

Two classrooms buildings 

Four additional dormitories 

Athletic stadium (covering swimming pool) 

Fine Arts building 

5. Reach the rank of senior college 

The trustees have voted to work toward meeting the standards of a senior college. 
The decision to become a senior college will come at the proper time. 

We need your full support. I believe we shall have it.

College Campus during the weekend of March 20-22, announces Dr. Eugene Poston. 


Governor Dan K. Moore, Dr. Billy Graham, Congresswoman Julia Butler Hansen 
of Washington State, and D. W. Brosnan, President of Southern Railway System, 
will lead the college through its convocation and the official beginning’ of its program 
for capital outlay funds. 


Mrs. Hansen, a Democrat serving her third term in Congress, will speak at 10 a.m., 
Satuiday, March 20, during the Alumni Convocation in the college gymnasium. Her 
topic will be “Christian Education — America’s Security.” 

Also on Saturday a President’s Reception will be held in the 0. Max Gardner 
Building at 3 p.m., followed at 6 p.m. by a meeting of ministers and church 
representatives. 

Governor Moore rounds out a full day Saturday, speaking on “Education Is 
Everybody’s Business.” His address will begin at 8 p.m. in the gymnasium. 

Dr. Graham will, weather permitting, speak from the front of the O. Max Gardner 
Building at 3 p.m., Sunday. All alumni, friends and others are invited to this meeting. 

A “by invitation only” meeting of business and industrial leaders will be held 
at 7 p.m., Monday, in the lounge of the O. Max Gardner Building with Mr. Brosnan 
speaking on “Education and Business — A Partnership.” Dr. Poston will explain the 
“Decade of Advance” during this meeting.

Associational Minutes 
Donated To Library 
By Dr. Washburn 

Dover Memorial Library at Gardner- 
Webb College is now a central information 
center for persons seeking historical in- 
formation about the Kings Mountain 
Baptist Association and its 69 churches. 

Dr. W. Wyan Washburn, administrator 
and physician at the Royster Memorial 
Hospital, has presented the library with 
microfilm records of all minutes of the 
association and its individual churches 
since formation in 1851. 

There is also other information about 
the association including microfilm copies 
of church bulletins, memorial type ma- 
terials, photographs, and other papers. 
Among this information is the record of 
an 1816 land grant by John Hamrick to 
the Town of Boiling Springs. The land 
grant now includes that area on which 
the college is located. The original of this 
grant is in the safe of the Boiling Springs 
Baptist Church. 

“As historian for the association, I 
worked with others in getting this infor- 
mation assembled and microfilmed so that 
it might be preserved and copies of it 
sent to Gardner-Webb, Wake Forest and 
the Southeastern Seminary,” Dr. Wash- 
burn stated. Total estimated cost of the 
project was $500. The original negatives 
for the materials are in the vault of the 
Southern Baptist Historian Association 
in Nashville, Tenn. Copies of this material 
can be obtained for a fee from the His- 
torical Association. 

These microfilm records were displayed 
at the Kings Mountain Associational 
meeting Oct. 22-23 at the Waco Baptist 
Church. Plans are now being made for 
the writing and publication of a history 
of the association, Dr. Washburn said. 
These materials would aid in that effort.

At a time when we are urged to give our money to every conceivable “good” cause, 
let us not forget that money we invest in Christian education is money invested in 
eternal values. As I look back across the years I can recall many young men and 
women who came to Gardner-Webb with very little financial security, but who were 
given an education and who are now serving their Lord and their country with noble 
creativity. I recall that many young men and women found more than knowledge at 
Gardner-Webb. They found God! They found a vital Christian faith that will forever 
change the course of history not only for them but for the world in which they serve. 
A few months ago it was my privilege to attend one of the chapel services at the 
college in which I heard one of the world’s outstanding evangelists preach the Gospel and 
give an invitation to all those who would accept Christ as Savior. Then I learned 
that Dr. Billy Graham, world famous evangelist is to preach on the campus early this 
year. I also listened as Dr. Poston prayed for the students and I heard him make an 
appeal for Christian dedication. My heart was lifted and my mind was made up that 
truly Gardner-Webb is continuing to present more than an education — she is con- 
stantly holding high the Truth which can make all men free. As long as this is true, 
we cannot depend on the government to support our school. We cannot depend on 
financial giants to bear the burden. We the alumni must rise to the occasion and 
share our every possible resourse in order that the work might continue. As a fellow 
alumnus let me urge you to send some contribution to the college building program 

now. No matter how small it may seem to be, our gifts are needed and will be wisely 
invested.

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Dr. Theron Price Was Guest Speaker 


At Founders Dav

“I would vote for federal aid to pri- 
vately supported institutions as opposed 
to the possible future dilemma of do we 
intend to exist.’’ Dr. Theron D. Price of 
Furman University told a Founders Day 
gathering at Gardner- Webb College on 
October 24. 

Chairman of the Department of Reli- 
gion at Furman, Dr. Price said, “Many 
privately supported institutions are going 
to be squeezed off the vine in the next 
few years as it becomes more and more 
difficult to remain open in the face of 
tremendous demands made upon our 
colleges.” 

While he used the phrase “the state 
has moved more and more into education 
and has endangered the existence of some 
colleges”, Dr. Price said that under the 
conditions of the present Higher Educa- 
tion Facilities Act that the question of 
taking the money or “deciding if we in- 
tend to exist” would lead him to vote for 
receiving the aid. 

Turning to curriculum, Dr. Price called 
for Departments of Religion in colleges 
which are on par with all other depart- 
ments. “It is the task of the Christian 
college to create ethically enlightened 
generations for the future and this is 
today lagging perhaps more than any 
other field. He said church-related colleges 
have an opportunity to produce business 
and professional people of Christian 
leadership. 

“In the liberal arts college we stress 
not so much learning how to make a living 
but living a life,” stated the educator. He 
then expanded this topic in discussion of 
our nation’s changing role from a rural 
society to an urban, manufacturing society 
more in need of technical and trade 
training. 

He called upon the gathered alumni of 
the Baptist Junior College to support 
education and keep it close to the people 
and to try to understand that “general 
excellence demanded depends upon more 
money than one person can count.” 

His hard-hitting remarks followed 
introduction by I)r. E. Eugene Poston, ’43,

president of Gardner-Webb, and a brief 
talk by Hubert C. Dixon, ’33, chairman 
of the Department of Mathematics and 
Science. Dixon gave highlights of achieve- 
ments of past principals and presidents 
of the 59 year old college. 

Special guests were members of the 
families of these men who Dixon said, 
“all became part of the solution of the 
problem of continued existence and 
growth of Gardner-Webb College.” 

Presiding was Lansford Jolley, ’47 
chairman of Founders Day and chairman 
of the college’s Social Studies Depart- 
ment. The college choral ensemble directed 
by Jerry Hill, chairman of the Music 
Department, sang two songs and Dr. 
Garland H. Allen, chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Religion, gave the invocation. 

The classes of 1951-1955 were special 
guests and representatives of these groups 
were recognized. 

Portraits of past presidents and princi- 
pals made up the background decorations 
in the 0. Max Gardner Building. Those

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NEW DEPARTMENT ADDED TO 
GARDNER-WEBB COLLEGE CURRICULUM 


A Department of Nursing Education 
will be initiated at Gardner-Webb College 
this fall in cooperation with the Ruther- 
ford and Cleveland Memorial Hospitals, 
announces Dr. E. Eugene Poston, ’43. 

Students in this program will be grad- 
uated in two years with an Associate in 
Arts degree and will be prepared to write 
and successfully complete the licensure 
examination of the North Carolina Board 
of Nurse Registration and Nursing 
Education. 

Three years of intense planning by the 
three institutions was rewarded in Febru- 
ary when the N. C. Board encouraged the 
institutions to make plans to open the new 
department in September, 1965. Each 
Hospital has pledged $20,000 annually for 
five consecutive years, and the college 
will spend around $30,000 annually to 
launch the ambitious and direly needed 
program. 

It will be one of three such programs 
now in operation in North Carolina and 
will greatly increase the ability of this 
area to provide qualified nurses, Dr. Pos- 
ton states. 

“Trustees of all three institutions voted 
unanimously to support the program and 
are determined to provide the high quality 
education for nursing in this area,” added 
Dr. Poston. 

Monies now pledged to launch this pro- 
gram in nursing education will keep it 
going, but officials stress strongly the 
need for scholarships, loan funds, and 
other financial and general support for 
this costly additional department. 

Under this Associate in Arts Program, 
a student enrolls at G-W where he or she 
takes a specific plan of study under the 
direction of a full-time staff employed 
for this purpose. Initially, the staff will be 


composed of a director and two instructors, 
all required to be qualified in the field of 
nursing education. Two additional in- 
structors will be added to the nurse faculty 
later on. Other members of the college 
faculty will instruct the related fields of 
basic education. 

Two nine-month school terms, plus a 
summer session for psychiatric instruction, 
possibly at Broughton Hospital, are re- 
quired for graduation. The diploma-type 
nursing program requires three years of 
study and practice and is usually hospital 
based. 

Students in the program at G-W will 
be transported to the two hospitals for the 
clinical phases of their education. Instruc- 
tors will accompany the students during 
these “laboratory” hours. 

Similar programs have been established 
in twenty-nine states. Recently the N. C. 
Nurses Association voted to encourage 
and endorse them in North Carolina. 

Robert McKinnon, Administrator of 
Rutherford Hospital, listed advantages 
under the new program as completion one 
ivear earlier than under the diploma 
school, enhanced academic attainment 
through work on a college campus, ability 
to transfer courses for college credit, and 
a quick and effective means of providing 
badly needed nurses for this area. 

‘Students in this new program,” said 
Mrs. Grace Lee, Director of Nursing Edu- 
cation at Rutherford Hospital, “have been 
found to perform exceptionally well on the 
state board examination and to do ex- 
cellent work in their chosen fields of 
nursing.” 

Roy Creech, Administrator of the 
Cleveland Memorial Hospital, had this to 
say. “Many people in the Shelby area were 
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sorry to see our Diploma Program dis- 
continued in the late 1950’s, and we are 
happy to arrive at a day when once more 
our Hospital can enter the Nurse Educa- 
tion field.” “It is felt that a major 
accomplishment has been achieved for 
our area,” says Robert McKinnon, Admin- 
istrator of Rutherford Hospital. 

McKinnon said, “The registered nurse 
program at Rutherford presently costs 
over $90,000 annually and eleven different 
agencies must be sought to assist in pro- 
viding essential educational experience. 
Current trends in nursing education have 
made it more and more difficult for the 
Rutherford Hospital to graduate students 
qualified to meet requirements imposed 
by the State Board examination for nurse 
registration. The new program should be 
academically, economically, and otherwise 
superior to the present program in keeping 
with the Hospital’s tradition of excellence.”

Frank Linney Coffey, ’62, is among 85 
juniors in the Oberlin College (Ohio) 
Conservatory of Music who are studying 
at the Mozarteum in Salzburg, Austria.

Scholarship Tests 
Set For April 17 

Gardner-Webb College’s $10,000 Com- 
petitive Academic Scholarship Tests will 
be given April 17 at the college.

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COACH NORMAN HARRIS HONORED 
AS REGION 10’S “COACH OF YEAR” 


Norman Harris, Gardner- Webb football 
coach, has been named 1964 Coach of the 
Year in Region 10 of the National Junior 
College Athletic Association. 

Gardner- Webb finished the season with 
a 3-5 record and only its third losing sea- 
son in 15 years, but handed conference 
winner Ferrum its only defeat of the 
year. Most success for the Bulldogs came 
at midseason as they snapped a three- 
game losing streak and went on a winning 
binge of three tilts before hitting the 
skids in the last two games against Cho- 
wan and Gordon Military. 

The Bulldogs lost to Lees-McRae 20-7 
in the first meeting of the season but won 
the second encounter 14-0 to win the 
Western Carolinas Junior College Con- 
ference crown from the Bobcats. 

Coach Harris has been head coach at 
Gardner- Webb for thirteen seasons and 
has a won-loss record of 77-53-14 and has 
won six conference championships. 

A native of Ridgecrest, Harris attended 
Lee Edwards High School in Asheville 
and captained the football team his sen- 
ior year. The Lee Edwards’ teams of the 
Harris era are considered by many to be 
the best scholastic teams ever produced 
in the Tar Heel State. The famed Charlie 
(Choo Choo) Justice was a teammate of 
Harris* during the outstanding years.

University and High Point College. He 
was the captain of the High Point team 
his senior year. 

Harris received his undergraduate de- 
gree from High Point and was awarded

College.
